JOURNAL SUBMITS DIGEST OF 
RESOLUTIONS AS ADOPTED 
BY STATE CONVENTION = 


Largest Convention in History Approves 
Many Resolutions Dealing With All 
Phases of Organized Labor 


In all respects to the 43rd annual 
“victory” convention of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor, 
which convened on September 21st 
and ended September 25th in the 
municipal auditorium at Long 
Beach, exceeded all speculations as 
to importance and size. So that 
the readers of the Journal will be 
informed with the more significant 
action taken by the convention, we 
print below a brief digest of the 
various important resolutions 
passed. At it will not be possibie to, 
print all of them in one is: *¢, we 
urge the readers to be sure iv read 
the next issue of the Journal, where 


national and state sales taxes. This 
was considered to be the most 
vicious and reprehensible form of 
taxation on the lower income 
groups. 
Resolution No. 13—Medical Care of 
War Workers and Families 
Because of the great number of 
accidents occurring in the war in- 
dustries, caused by a multiplicity 
of reasons, but one of which is the 
lack of medical care for these 
workers and their families, the con- 
vention decided to favor the estab- 
lishment of any equitable system of 
medical care for these workers and 
their dependents in the war areas, 


the balance of the more important! to be financed by them and in con- 


resolutions will be published. 


Resolution No. 2—Compensation 
For Civilian Defense Workers 

Compensation for civilian 
fense workers was a _ resolut on 
adopted by the convention, which 
provided for consideration for these 
citizens who are motivated solely 
by patriotic concern to protect the 
home front in this crucial period. 
It was considered only right that 
these thousands of workers who are 
spending such a_ considerable 
amount of time without any com- 
pensation should be entitled to full 
benefits under the state compen- 
sation act. 


Resolution No. 3—Adequate 
Transportation For War Workers 

The matter of adequate trans- 
portation for war workers was 
given considerable attention, and it 
was decided that the amalgamation 
of the Market street and Municipal 
railways in San Francisco, and 
similar amalgamations in other lo- 
calities to avoid needless and waste- 
ful duplication of transportation, 
would help to solve the urgent need 
of getting war workers to work 
from residences which happen to 
be remote from the factories where 
they are employed.

Resolution No. 6—Organic 
Unity in Labor Movement 

The convention endorsed whole- 
heartedly the proposals made by 
the A. F. of L. to the C. I. O. re- 
garding organic unity between the 
two organizations, stressing the 
need of such unity in the labor 
movement and throwing its entire 
weight behind such a policy. A 
letter expressing the convention’s 
approval and support of the posi- 
tion taken by the A. F. of L. exec- 
utive council was forwarded to the 
A. FY 6f lL. convention in “‘roronto, 
Canada. 


Resolution No. 8—Compensation 
For Captured Wake Island 
Construction Workers 

With strong emphasis, the con- 
vention insisted that the captured 
construction workers of Wake, 
Guam, and other islands be com- 
pensated as provided for by 8. 2329, 
which was introduced in the senate 
by Senators Walsh, Thomas and 
La Follette in collaboration with 
the California State Federation of 
Labor. The resolution that was 
adopted by the convention stressed 
the fact that these workers had 
been omitted from all consideration 
regarding compensation, and such 
discrimination was vigorously pro- 
tested. The federation office in- 
tends to continue pushing vigorous- 
ly the campaign to win just con- 
sideration for these noble patriots. 
A copy of this resolution was for- 
warded to the A. F. of L. conven- 
tion. 


Resolution No. 1l—Labor League 
For Human Rights and 
United Nations Relief 

The labor league for human 
rights and united nations relief, 
organized by the A. F. of L., was 
endorsed, and all unions, as well as 
central labor councils, were urged 
to form branches of this organiza- 
tion and to cooperate with their 


respective anti-war funds, where | 
such exist, in accordance with the | 


understanding reached between the 
labor league for human rights and 
the national association of com- 
munity chests and councils. 


Resolution No. 12—Opposing 
National and State Sales Tax 

In clear and precise language 
and with strong emphasis, the con- 
vention went on record to oppose 


formity with the standards worked 
out by the appropriate governmen- 
tal agencies associated with this 
work. It was definitely considered 
that such action would act as a 
strong deterrent to the increase in 
expense affecting war workers. A 
copy of this resolution was for- 
warded to the A. F. of L. 


Resolution No. 14— 
Disfranchisement of War 
Workers 

Since a great number of workers 
living on government property have 
been denied the right to exercise 
their voting franchise, the conven- 
tion went on record to petition the 
appropriate executive departments 
of our government to make the 
necessary adjustments regarding 
obsolete regulations and _ restric- 
tions, so as to allow these war 
workers the right to vote, since the 
intention of these outdated laws 
was not aimed to exclude them. A 
copy of this resolution was sent to 
the A. F. of L. convention. 


Resolution No. 16— 
Second Front 

Several resolutions on this ques- 
tion were introduced, and the con- 
vention was of the opinion that 
this matter be referred to the ap- 
propriate military authorities, who 
are the most competent judges, to 
determine just when and where 
such a front will be started. The 
desire for the successful and ef- 
fective prosecution of the war can 
certainly be assumed to be shared 
by the heads of the government 
and the military authorities, and 
wholehearted support of their ac- 
tions is labor’s contribution. 


Resolution No. 27—Rehabilitation 
Of Disabled Military Service 
Men and Women 

The imevitability of the fact that 
many of our young men and wo- 
men now serving our country in 
the armed forces and in services di- 
rectly associated therewith will be 
wounded and disabled by reason of 
their heroic services, makes neces- 
sary their rehabilitation upon their 
return to the communities from 
which they came. The convention 
decided to recommend that the 
California public schools make such 
rehabilitation possible immediately, 
so that these patriotic citizens may 
have an opportunity to train them- 
selves for some profession or trade 
corresponding to their ability. The 
convention also decided to petition 
the congress of the United States to 
appropriate the necessary moneys 
to put such training programs into 
operation 
and a copy of the resolution was 
sent to the A. F. of L. convention 
for similar action. 
Resolution No. 41—Post-War 
Financial Aid to Members of 
Armed Forces 

That all service men up to the 
grade of major who have served 
not less than 90 days during the 
period of war, and who do not have 
a disability that entitles them to 
more money, and are to be paid, 
for a period of 6 months, a mini- 
mum sum of money equal to not 
less than the average rate of pay 
of such men, in order for them to 
be financially able to readjust 
themselves, was proposed for legis- 
lation by the convention. A copy of 
this resolution was forwarded to 
the A. F. of L. convention. 
Resolution No, 47—Exercise of 
Voting Privilege 

Because of the failure of so many 
members of the organized labor

“UNION RAIDING” 
HIT BY FREY OF 
METAL TRADES 


Convention Hears 
Leader Speak at Opening 


Session at Toronto 


President John P. Frey of the 
Metal Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, ap- 
pealed to the annual convention of 
the department at Toronto to end 
what he called “fratricidal policy” 
of membership raiding by rival 
unions. 

Frey’s views were expressed in 
his annual report to the metal 
trades convention, submitted at the 
opening session. 


After Pearl harbor, said Frey, 


“public statements that raiding 
would be abandoned were made by 
both President William Green, 


A.F.L., and President Philip Mur- 
ray, C.I.O. It was hoped that these 
statements of policy would bring 
raiding to an end at least during 
the period of war, but, unfortunate- 
ly, local and national represent- 
atives were either unwilling or un- 
able to carry this policy 
effect. 

“Raiding continues to be an 
ever-present problem. Active 
efforts are made to secure a 
C.LO. foothold in plants under 
union shop agreements with 
metal trades councils, and the 
international unions whose 
members are employed. This 
unfortunate and unjustified 
condition compels our local 
unions, our metal trades coun- 
cils and the affiliated interna- 
tional unions to be constantly 
on their guard and to devote 
time and energy to prevent suc- 
cessful raiding. 

“There is no place for labor 
wars in this most critical period 
of our history as a nation.”

SEND OUR FIGHTING MEN 
ONLY UNION LABEL GIFTS 
FOR CHRISTMAS; ORNBURN 


DEADLINE SET FOR NOVEMBER 1; 
SIZE OF PACKAGES REGULATED 


I. M. Ornburn, secretary-treas- 
urer, union label trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor, urged all members of 
labor unions and their friends to 
send only union label Christmas 
gifts to our fighting men. He sent 
out this early appeal to Christmas 
shoppers in order to meet the re- 
quirements of the post office ask- 
ing that all gifts to members of 
our armed forces overseas be sent 
preferably between October 1 and 
November 1, 


“There are many gifts that 
are union-made,” said Mr. Orn- 
burn, “and at all times when 
sending ‘smokes’ to the sol- 
diers union label advocates 
should buy only union label 
cigarettes, cigars and other 
union-made brands of tobacco. 
There are many other union- 
made articles which make prac- 
tical gifts for the members of 
our armed forces.” 


The post office department is 
limiting the size of all packages 
mailed to 18 inches in length, or 
42 inches in length and girth com- 
bined. The weight, says the bulle- 
tin, must not exceed 11 pounds. 
These are the maximum standards 


for mailing, but the public is urged 


to voluntary restriction of the sizes 
and weights of Christmas parcels 
to that of an ordinary shoe box, 
and the weight to six pounds. All 
articles should be packed in sub- 
stantial boxes or containers, and be 
covered with wrappers of sufficient 
strength to stand the pressure of 
other ,mail. 

The post office announcement 
went on to say that, while each 
package is subject to censorship, 
delay in handling could be mini- 
mized by securing the covering of 
the parcel so as to permit quick 
inspection of the contents. No per- 
ishable articles should be included 
in the packages. Other articles 
prohibited by the post office in- 
clude intoxicants, inflammable ma- 
terials (matches and lighters), and 


compositions which may damage 
the mails. 

The union label trades depart- 
ment is now planning an all-out 
drive for union label gifts for 
Christmas. Due to the urgency of 


sending all gifts to soldiers, sailors, 
marines and other members of our 
fighting forces, Mr. Ornburn de- 
sired to call attention to the fact 
that November 1 is the deadline 
for sending Christmas gifts to the 
members of our armed forces over- 
seas. 


GREEN CALLS ON ORGANIZED LABOR TO 
OBSERVE FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


President William Green of the 
American Federation 
urged officers and members of all

That will be the 
No. 1 theme of the American Fed- | 
eration of Labor’s 62nd annual con- | 
vention, opening October 5 at the 
Royal York hotel, in Toronto, Presi- 
dent Green announced recently. 

“Those who attend the con- | 
vention will be influenced by 
one thought—that Hitler and 
his allies must be defeated at 
any cost,” Green declared. “All 
action taken and every decision 
made by the delegates will be 
based on that one common 
purpose—winning the war.” 

The convention is expected to be 
the most important in a quarter 


century. It .willg rank with the | 
A. F. of L. conclave of 1917 in 
3uffalo, after America entered the 


first world war, when President 
Woodrow Wilson came from Wash- 


ington to speak to the nation’s 
workers. 

The A. F. of L. hopes President

convention. He has been invited to 
do so, but whether he will be able 
to take time off from his heavy 
war responsibilities remains uncer- 
tain.

Organized labor's no-strike policy prevented 2,000 strikes 
for each one occurring after Pearl harbor. The few “wildcat” 
strikes which occurred were contrary to the wishes of union 
leaders. 

This significant evidence of the workers’ contribution toward 
winning the war was presented the nation recently on the 
“Jabor for victory”

radio program of the American Federation 
of Labor. It utterly shattered propaganda of labor-haters that | 
strikes have hampered armament production. 

Ninety-five per cent of all disputes presented for mediation 
have been settled, said Dr. John R. Steelman, director of the 
department of conciliation service. He stated he had 
found workers anxious to ‘avoid work stoppages at all costs” 
and praised them for their cooperative attitude. 

The national officers of the A. F. of L. who took part in the 
president's industry-labor conference have backed up the agree- 
ment without exception,” declared William H. Davis, chairman | 
of the national war labor board, another speaker. He empha- 
sized the solemn obligation of management not to take ad- 
vantage of the no-strike agreement.

LABOR SECRETARY 
OPPOSED TO 
CONSCRIPTION 


Opposition to labor conscription 
was expressed by Secretary of La- 
bor Frances Perkins in a speech to 
the convention of the United Asso- 
ciation of Plumbers and Steamfit- 
ters of the United States and 
Canada. 

“I disagree that it is inevitable 
that congress must enact legisla- 
tion which will enable the war 
manpower commission to regulate 
the movement and assignment of 
workers in war industry to cope 
with the situation,” she said. 

“Production short cuts, constant 
upgrading of new workers under 
skilled supervision, the infiltration 
of increasing numbers of women in 
light war industry and the appren- 


ticeship and plant replacement 
obviate the necessity for such 
drastic regulatory legislation.” 


Earlier the secretary told a press 
conference that government experts 
had in many cases overestimated 
the manpower needs of new plants. 
As an example she gave the Willow 
tun bomber plant of the Ford 
Motor Co., where she estimated 
manpower needed was 150,000 work- 
ers and where the actual number 
of workers turned out to be 60,000.

President Roosevelt has been 
formally invited to address the 
forthcoming 62nd annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor which will open on October 


% in Toronto, Canada. 


Of course, the president is so 
busy with war problems these days 
that he may not find it possible to 
accept the invitation. Nevertheless, 
we sincerely hope he’will. In the 
last war President Wilson delivered 
an address to the 1917 convention 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor that inspired the workers of 
America to reach new heights of 
service to their country. We think 
President Roosevelt can also ac- 
complish a great deal by following 
the example of his distinguished 
predecessor. 


Even if the president cannot 
come to the convention in person 
or arrange to address it by radio, 
he is certain to send an important 
message to the annual congress of 
labor. 

He realizes, more clearly than 
ever before, that labor is the key 
to victory in this war. To defeat 
the axis powers, we must first 
achieve superiority in war weapons. 
Production of armament depends 
to a large degree on labor. The 
battle of production must be won 
before the war can be won. 

The Two Best Neighbors 

For this reason, many dis- 
tinguished leaders of our war effort 
will make it their business to at- 
| tend the convention and talk to the 
}delegates. Among them is Under- 
secretary of War, Patterson. 

; Another outstanding leader who 
j|has accepted an invitation to at- 
|tend is the prime minister of Can- 


jada, Mackenzie King. Canada is 
}our ally in this war. Like this|. 
country, she is producing a vast|. 


|amount of armament and shipping 
|it to the battlefronts of the war. 
| Also many thousands of Canadian 
young men are being trained to 
fight in Europe, Africa and Asia 
for a united nations victory. | 

Therefore, holding the conven- 
tion in Canada this year should go 
|far toward cementing closer and | 
| friendlier relationships between the 
two best neighbors in the world— 
the United States and Canada. 

Two fraternal delegates from the 
British trades union congress will 
;come to the convention from Eng- 
lland and give the benefit =| 
their experience in meeting the 
problems of war production. 

Also Vice President Daniel J. 
Tobin, who has just returned to 
this country from a trip to Great 
Britain, will report to the conven- 
tion on the conditions he found 
there. Mr. Tobin flew to England 
the personal representative of 
President Roosevelt and as a fra- 
jternal delegate from the AFL to 
| the convention of the British trades 
union congress. 

We have mentioned some of the 
expected highlights of the earlier 
sessions of the convention. But the 
meat of the convention will be the 
jaction taken by the delegates on 
the vital issues which confront

Labor Looks Ahead 


Unquestionably the fundamental 
issue is whether labor is prepared 
to make further sacrifices. We 
have no doubt as to what the 
answer of the convention will be. 

The leaders of our trade union 
movement have been thinking and 
acting far in advance of any other 
group in our population ever since 
the first seeds of war were sown 
in Europe by Hitler. The American 
Federation of Labor was the first 
nation-wide organization in our 
country to condemn Hitler. It was 
the first to clamp a boycott on nazi 
products. It was the first to con- 
demn Japanese aggression against 
China. It was the first to demand 
that shipment of war materials to 
Japan be forbid@en: 

The American Federation of La- 
bor was the leading advocate of aid 
to Britain long before we entered 
the war. It supported conscription, 
lend-lease and our national defense 
program without hesitation from 
the very beginning. 

Along with President Roosevelt, 
the leaders of labor saw what was 
coming and made preparations long 
in advance. Adoption of the no- 
strike policy, lengthening of hours 
ot work, relaxation of pre-war stan- 
dards, stabilization of wages by in- 
dustry-wide agreements and alloca- 
tion of available skilled man-power 
where it was most vitally needed 
were some of the outstanding vol- 
untary actions by labor which 
served to expedite the war effort 
and speed up war production. 

This coming convention must de- 
cide whether it will be wiser for 
labor to continue to anticipate the 
needs of America and meet them
